In this clim ate 
where the sun becomes very hot. it

necessary that the limbs and trunk of 
tiio trees be shaded by its own foliage 
for when the ?oft bark 
is exposed 
to 


the hot sun the parasite germinates 
rapidly, and disease and decay follow. 
Tne tree trim m er usually tries to form 
all trees of whatever nature into a 
cone sbap , regardles-that trees have 
individuality and fam ily eharaeteria- 
tics.
